Four  specialists  in  teaching 
reading  skils  will  be  instructors 
for  the  workshop  which  is  being 
sponsored  by  the  Adult  Educa- 
tion and  Extension  Service. 

Ernest  L.  Olson,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  English,  will  direct  the 
workshop  activities.  He  will  be 
assited  by  Marden  J.  Clark,  as- 
sistant professor  of  English;  Mar- 
guerite I.  Wilson,,  instructor  in 
special  education;  and  Klea 
Worsley,  counseling  staff.

“The  Hope  of  the  American 
Theatre”  will  be  discussed  by 
George  R.  Kernodle,  American 
theatre  critic  and  historian, 
Tuesday  at  5:15  p.m.  in  230  Ey- 
ring  Science  Center. 

Dr.  Kernodle  is  the  author  of 
‘From  Art  to  Theatre,”  a text- 
book used  in  many  colleges  and 
universities.  He  has  also  had  arti- 
cles printed  in  Yale  Review,  The- 
atre Arts  and  other  trade  jour- 
nals. 

He  received  his  doctor  of  phi- 
losophy degree  from  Yale  and 
has  studied  in  Europe  on  Sterling 
fellowships.  Dr.  Kernodle  has 
taught  at  Iowa  State  University, 
Western  Reserve  College  and  is 
now  teaching  at  the  University  of 
Arkansas. 

He  recently  completed  a series 
of  lectures  at  Utrecht,  the  Neth- 
erlands, and  at  Stratford-on- 
Avon,  England,  where  he  spoke 
on  the  Elizabethan  stage. 

Dr.  Kernodle  is  at  BYU  prior 
to  the  opening  of  the  Western 
Speech  Association  convention  in 
Salt  Lake  City.

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‘Houseboat’  Is  Full  of  Fun

“Houseboat”  is  a leaky  old 
mud-scow  that  Cary  Grant,  So- 
phia Loren  and  three  scene- 
stealing kids  turn  into  a beauti- 
ful home  on  water,  using  only 
buckets  of  whitewash  apparently. 

The  three  childrn  steal  the 
picture  from  screen  veterans 
Grant,  Loren  and  Martha  Hyer. 
The  funniest  scenes  in  this  “ro- 
mantic comedy”  belong  to  the 
kids. 

Grant  plays  a career  diplomat 
who  decides  he  will  take  over 
the  raising  of  his  three  children 
when  his  wife,  who  he  has  been 
separated  from  for  several  years, 
dies. 

Sophia  Loren,  the  daughter  of 
a famous  Italian  maestro,  runs 
away  and  ends  up  as  Grant’s 
maid.  Her  only  asset  as  far  as 
maidery  goes  is  that  the  children 
'like  her — she  can’t  cook,  sew  or 
even  wash  clothes.  (Don’t  blame 
Grant,  seven-year-old  Robert 
chose  her. 

The  problem  is  that  the  chil- 
dren don’t  like  Cary  and  want  to 
go  back  to  Aunt  Caroline’s  (Mar- 
tha Hyer)  house,  and  Martha 
wants  the  family  back — especial- 
- ly  Cary. 

After  an  hour  of  comic  and 
serious  scenes,  Cary,  Sophia,  the

As  an  added  attraction,  she  does 
a passable  job  of  singing  a couple 
of  songs. 

Martha  Hyer’s  part  is  also  a 
natural — she  plays  a rich  social- 
ite who  furnishes  the  triangular 
effect.  (I  don’t  know  about  a 
triangle,  but  she  is  a rich  Texas 
socialite.) 

If  he  could  get  casting  like 
this,  even  John  Wayne  might  | 
look  like  an  actor.  (Well,  maybe  j 
not.) 

The  picture’s  good  if  you  like  | 
comedy — some  sophisticated  and  I 
some  slapstick.  If  you  don’t, 
you’d  better  catch  Academy 
Award  - winning  “Streetcar 
Named  Desire,”  which  is  about 
as  uncomical  as  it’s  possible  to 
be.

Planning  a big  Thanksgiving 
Day  dinner?  Here’s  a delicious 
dessert  that  is  sure  to  please  ev- 
eryone at  the  table.  It  is  an  old 
idea  for  pumpkin  pie  dressed  up 
in  new  flavor  and  appearance. 

Pumpkin  Chiffon  Pie 

Bake  a regular  pie  shell  from 
a favorite  recipe.  Blend  thor- 
oughly in  a sauce  pan: 

2 teaspoons  unflavored  gelatin 
1:i  Cup  brown  sugar  firmly  pack- 
ed 

It t Teaspoon  salt 

Vi  Teaspoon  Cinnamon 

Vi  Teaspoon  nutmeg 

V4  Teaspoon  ginger 

% cup  mashed,  cooked  pumpkin 

2 Egg  yolks 

Vi  Cup  Milk 

Cook  over  medium  heat  stir- 
ring constantly  until  the  mixture 
boils.  Remove  from  heat  and 
place  pan  in  cold  whter.  Cool 
until  mixture  mounds  slightly 
when  dropped  from  a spoon. 
Carefully  fold  into  meringue  of 
two  egg  whites  and  1/3  cup 


[ sugar.  Pour  into  cooled  crust  and 
chill  until  set.  Garnish  with 
whipped  cream.  Chilling  time: 
About  2 hours. 

NOTE:  This  recipe  could  be 
made  in  individual  pie  shells 
or  tart  shells.
